provement in quality of 

the original weight by fattening, and, consequently, making it bring 
a higher price on the market. Jn this case the difference in cost 
and selling price or profit on the first weight of the calves was 
$31.55 per head. 

The most economical gains were produced by the club members 
who made liberal use of good pastures. The importance of pastures 
must not be overlooked by the beef producer. However, it is well 
to note in this connection that pasture alone cannot be depended 
upon to make young animals prime in quality. While it is true that 
more economical gains can be produced on pasture alone, grain fed 
animals, because of their high finish, bring a much higher price 
than those fed no grain. This difference more than offsets the dif- 
ference in cost of gains by the two methods. 

Corn, bran, oats and oil meal were the basic feeds used in the 
calves’ grain rations. A mixture of 3 parts corn, 2 parts wheat 
bran and 2 parts of oats, by weight, was the one used in the major-

at night. During the day 
they were kept in stalls 
which, at all times, were kept well bedded with clean straw. This 
assists in keeping their hair sleek and shining and makes them ap- 
peal more to the buyer. 

The corn fed was valued at 98c; oats 60c, and barley $1.00 a 
bushel. Wheat bran and linseed oil meal were valued at $2.25 and 
$3.25 respectively per hundred pounds. 

Baby beef club work has stimulated among Kentucky farmers 
a greater appreciation for good cows and many have expressed the 
intention of purchasing cows and producing their own calves in the 
future. Thus a weak link in the chain of diversification will be 
greatly strengthened, and a great many farm by-products of no 
apparent value converted into profits. 

Aside from its value in training future beef producers, baby 
beef club work, in the words of a farmer, “is keeping many worth- 
while boys and girls on the farm by diverting their attention from

Just as the history of any 
successful institution is built a-

herd of cattle built around the public demonstrations of its success. 


Surely of two 
things—first, the show yard successes and second, the sale values. 
In our last story we spoke of the former and in this one we hope to 
do some justice to the latter. The prices paid for cattle out of a 
herd, whether the sale be by public auction or by private treaty, 
constitute the value which the public place upon on those animals 
and consequently it is a better guide to the merit of the herd than 
anvthing else, providing that we accept the public valuation and 
the public valuation is always the most exact valuation regardless 
of what may take place in the future.

the west. As a mat- 
ter of fact the Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls of 


the Canadian west 
were largely placed by Mr. Jas. D. McGregor and Mr. James Bow- 


man, the president of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association in 
the early years. These two men worked in close co-operation and 
by active and determined effort they succeeded in starting many 
herds of Doddies between Winnipeg and the Rocky Mountains north 
of the 49th parallel. It would be idle to spend time discussing the 
prices received, because many a breeder in North America would 
merely say to himself—“Rot, I have done better than that myself.” 
He might forget that the sales were the real pioneer work in a new 
and sparsely populated country. Those early sales made the later 
ones possible. 

While many good sales were made previous to 1912, we find 
that the private herd catalogue issued in the autumn of 1911 has 
the following to say about bull prices: “With the exception of a 
few which we keep for our 1912 show herd all the young bulls cata- 
logued are for sale at prices ranging from $125 to $150.” They 
were good bulls offered on a low market before the wider demand 
had greatly enhanced the value of Glencarnock products. Prices 
continued to improve from this time forward and with the great 
successes of the herd in the show ring and the development of many 
good cattle from the imported animals brought from Scotland many 
great sales were made. 

One of the exceptional sales was Ensign of Glencarnock. He 
was sold in the fall of 1915 to the Hartley Stock Farm at Page, 
North Dakota. I believe I am correct in stating that the price was 
$1500 and in those days that was “some price” for a yearling bull. 
Ensign had for sire the great bull Evreux of Harviestoun and for 
dam Glencarnock Rubicon one of the best Mignonne cows in the 


“Faultless Pass” used as a sire in the herd at Rosengift Stock Farm, Kelly, Iowa. Winner of second prize 
in get-of-sire class at Chicago and sire of a junior champion bull at Chicago. For four seasons he has 
been extensively used in the Glencarnock herd. 


1918. Many other 
sales might have 
been mentioned as 
we went along, but 
; , space will scarcely 
permit us to go into elaborate detail in connection with every im- 
portant sale. The 1918 sale shows more of the public appraisal of 
the Glencarnock cattle than many private sales could so we will 
deal with it fully. One hundred and thirty-five head of cattle were 
sold in one afternoon at almost one per minute. Crops were not 
good and things were dry and unsatisfactory from a harvest stand- 
point and yet buyers took those cattle faster than the auctioneers 
could handle them. Of this sale Mr. Kenneth McGregor says: “Col. 
Judv and Col. Cooper were talking to me before the sale and they 
said that if the Western Canada people would take the plainer bred 
cattle they thought they had orders and interest enough to take 
around eighty head of the best cattle to the United States. When 
the sale was finished they were dumb-founded to find that only 
around sixteen head had been purchased for the United States and 
that Canadians had purchased the highest priced animals and h 

kept most of the best cattle in the country.” W. H. Cooper and M. 
A. Judy were in charge of the sale and they thought it the best 
sale that they had ever attended. The particular feature that im- 
pressed everyone was the speed with which the cattle were disp0s- 
ed of and the large number that were absorbed in one afternoon. 
While the writer was not present at this sale he has been told that 
there was seating capacity for one thousand people and there were 
almost as many more on the three sides of the ring. The average 
for the entire sale was $792.00 per head and many high prices were 
made during the afternoon. With the sale list before me I 

mention just a few of the outstanding purchases made. On the fitst 
page I see three Erica heifers purchased by Col. Cooper at an evél

Old Queen Rosie of Cul- 
len the champion of many great ring battles in Scotland, Canada 
and the United States referred to in our previous story was knock- 
ed down to Jas. E. Good & Son of Fillmore, Sask. for $850. I have 
seen her several times during the past few years and she was only 
allowed to go to the shambles one year ago with her breeding days 
over. Mr. C. H. Richardson, of Bowden, Alberta, took a good one 
in Karama 5th at $1100.00. One of the gems of the sale was Pride 
of Glencarnock 3rd and she went to W. E. Scripps at $2200.00 where 
she gave an excellent account of herself as many of my readers will 
know. The Lacombe Experimental Farm took Norma Gordon of 
Glenlogie at $1250.00 and W. E. Scripps took Pridista of Glencar- 
nock 2nd at $2100.00 and Majesty Queen the good show cow at 
2000.00. There were many others at good prices, but these few 
will indicate the wav the bidding was going at this sale. Probably 
some who have in mind the American sale prices at the height of 
the boom in May 1920 will be inclined to consider the prices low, 
but they must remember that this sale was held long before the 
boom had reached its height and in a new country that was still 
largely concerned with the growing of grain. Taking the circum- 
stances and the time at which it was held the prices were indeed re- 
markable. ; 

Events moved rapidly and with the close of the war an even 
greater boom took place 
with the result that the 


private sales of outstanding importance were made. An exception- 
ally good Mignonne bull calf went to the Manitoba Agricultural 
College at $1000. This bull developed extremely well, but broke his 
hip in an accident and thus he was ruined for show purposes. Al- 
though now neatly six years old the writer urged Mr. James Turn- 
er of Carroll, Manitoba, to secure this bull to head his herd as he 
is undoubtedly one of the best breeding bulls in western Canada. 
Another calf of the same breeding went to W. & H. E. Jackson at 
the same price and Duncan Marshall (then Minister of Agriculture 
in Alberta) took another calf at the same price for one of the Al- 
berta government farms. Many of the good young bulls were plac- 
ed at the head of important herds all over the west. The establish- 
ment of the Vauxhall Stock Farms at Vauxhall, Alberta, made a 
home for some twenty or twenty-five of the best breeding females 
that Glencarnock had. Near the same place the Clarindale Stock 
Farms were established and they took several consignments of good 
cattle at long prices. Both farms are now active breeding nurser- 
ies where good Aberdeen-Angus cattle are being raised. 

On June 18th, 1920, a combination sale was held in Chicago at 
which cattle were offered from the herds of Ames Plantation, Hart- 
ley Stock Farms, Congdon & Battles and Jas. D. McGregor. As I 
write I have before me one of the most elaborate sale catalogues 
that one would find in many days travel. The catalogue itself 
speaks eloquently of those days of prosperity now so far behind us 
—but not so far ahead. A reference to it shows that Elba of Glen- 
carnock was purchased by Hamilton Bros., Good Hope, IIl., for 
$3975.00. Mr. McGregor is the authority for the statement that 
Mr. Hamilton told him only recently that Elba of Glencarnock was 
the only high priced heifer that he had purchased that ever paid 
herself out. Elbana of

day of failure sixty-eight head of cattle were sold at an average of 
$504.00 per head with a top of $3000.00 and animals bringing four 
figure prices. In this sale Mr. McGregor had some 14 or 16 head 
of cattle and it was for his little heifer Blackbird of Glencarnock 
5th that Mr. C. H. Richardson of Bowden, Alberta eventually paid 
$3000.00 the sale top price. She was the first prize senior heifer 
calf on the western fair circuit and was only about ten months of 
age. She has done remarkably well for Mr. Richardson and has 
brought him many championships in her mature form and in addi- 
tion she has proven herself an outstanding breeder. Missie of Glen- 
carnock was sold to Jas. E. Good and Son for $1650.00 and all of the 
animals entered made an average of around $800 per head. This 
was one of the greatest sales in Canada during the boom period and 
was held just about the time that sensational prices were being 
made by many herds in the United States. 

It is only correct to refer back to an earlier sale at this time. 
In the autumn of 1919 Mr. McGregor decided to hold a sale in the 
town of Dauphin, Manitoba and he shipped about sixty head into 
the town early in the month of November and offered the lot by 
public auction. In itself it was quite a venture in view of the fact 
that there was only one well established breeder in the district and 
in the years previous at any rate there had been but little interest 
in the production of beef cattle. The entire consignment was sold 
very rapidly and 1ealized an average of $335 per head. Not a sen- 
Sational price, but certainly a good average paid for these cattle in 
a new district. 

With trade reasonably good throughout the year 1920 many 


1923 when Blackcap Revo- 
lution was taken to the International at Chicago and won the bull 
grand championship for McGregor and was later sold for $15,000 
to H. O. Harrison of San Francisco, California. That sale elec- 
trified the country, in view of the fact that it was made at a time 
when cattle prices were at a low ebb and not in the height of the 
boom that was responsible for many exorbitant prices. However 
that is another story, which we will tell you later in more detail. 

We will leave the story of many of the recent sales made in 
the United States until a later article when we hope to give our 
readers a complete history of the breeding, development and sale 
of Blackcap Revolution and his responsibility for the other sales. 
However before we leave the question which we are at present dis- 
cussing we must tell of the latest Canadian sale made from the 
Glenearnock herd. 

Probably many of my readers are familiar with Western Cana- 
dian geography and if so they will of course know that between 
Winnipeg and the Rocky mountains there is a great level plain 
about 800 miles across and beyond that there is a stretch of moun- 
tainous land ending only at Vancouver between six and seven hun- 
dred miles further on. In the midst of mountains and a little be- 
yond the highest peaks there is a town called Kamloops. While it 
is very high above sea level to some extent it lies in the valley land 
between the mountain ranges. During the past few years the en- 
terprizing cattlemen of the country have been gradually building 
up a bull sale at this point in order to enable the ranchers who have 
extensive grazing lands in the interior of British Columbia to pur- 
chase their bulls conveniently.

PARENT SOCIETY SENDS MESSAGE 
TO AMERICAN ABERDEEN-ANGUS BREEDERS. 
; It is indeed highly pleasing to know that the parent society is 
interested in our welfare, and feels at this time to express her inter- 
est in the following word just received from Secretary James R. 
Barclay, of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, Aberdeen, Scotland: 

“During all these years, when it was known that, in its of- 
ficial life, all was not well with the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, no reference has been made to the unfortuna‘e 
state of affairs by the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society or by any of 
the breeders in this country. It was felt that the matter was a 
domestic one, in which there was no place for outside interference. 
But, as the parent society, we could not look on with indifference to 
the differences which were rending the household of the eldest dau- 
ghter society. So it has been with pleasure that we have noted 
that these difficulties and differences are now likely to have been 
brought to an end, and that there is promise of a new era being in- 
itiated in Aberdeen-Angus affairs and interests throughout the 
United States. May it be a bright and a glolious era, as such, I 
am sule would be the message of every Aberdeen-Angus breeder in 
the Old Homeland of the Breed to every Aberdeen-Angus breeder in 
that land where the old Breed of Angus and of Buchan has found its 
most representative and most extensive field of expansion. 

Often, often with deep sorrow had we to listen to reports 
from visitors as to the harm that was being done to the best inter- 
ests of the Breed through the unhappy cleavages that existed in the 
ranks of breeders, and though in spite of such hindrances great and 
striking progress has been made. Just think what development 
could be secured by the combined effoit of every breeder bound to- 
gether in a single aim of advancing the cause of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in every corner of the land.

Western Kansas farmers can 
substitute cane and kafir for some

: er cattle, Dr. C. W. McCampbell of the animal hus- 
od ag ck onl at the Kansas State Agricultural colllege told 
western Kansans in attendance at the Hays roundup April 25th. 
Doctor McCampbell drew his conclusion from data secured in one 
of the cattle feeding experiments conducted at the Hays experiment 

i ring the past year. 
ae 80 on cent of all cattle that go to market ar- 
rive during the four fall months of the year,” said Doctor McCamp- 
bell in explaining the factors making it profitable to sell feed crops 
to feeder cattle. “A large percentage of these cattle are thin and 
cannot be used by the packers. This means that they must go back 
to the country to be fattened in a dry lot or carried over for further 
development. This rush to market always results in low prices. 

“On the other hand, grazers and corn belt farmers are always 
looking for fleshy feeders in the spring and must compete with the 
packer to get them. This has resulted in April prices averaging 
from $1 to $2 a hundred above Octoker prices. Since 125 to 175 
pounds of flesh may be put on a thin steer during the winter on 
roughage alone or roughage and a very small amount of concen- 
trate, it would seem that this situation might offer the wheat farm- 
er an opportunity to sell his feed crops to feeder steers to good ad- 
vantage.” 

The Hays experiment station started last fall to secure data 
bearing on this matter. Four groups of steers were used in the ex- 
periment, each group being divided into two lots, One lot in each 
group was fed silage as the basis of the ration with a bit of feed—

crease in value per hundred-weight 
of all steers receiving silage was 
$1.15, and where no silage was fed 
40 cents, and that the average re- 
turn per acre for feed consumed by all the lots receiving silage was 
$18.13, but where no silage was fed, $5.18. 

“This test demonstrates,” he continued, “the impracticability 
of depending on sudan hay alone as a roughage for stock cattle. Its 
low acre yield makes it too expensive a feed for this purpose. This 
test does, however, demonstrate that sudan hay is a fairly satis- 
factory supplemental feed to use with cane silage as a wintering 
ration for stock cattle. ; 

“Since previous tests have shown that one acre of roughage ‘in 
the form of silage is worth a bit more than two acres fed from the 
shock one must feed cane or kafir from a silo to secure the greatest 
returns. An inexpensive pit silo will serve the purpose just as well 
as the most expensive above ground silo in the western half of 
Kansas. 

“Fuither study of this problem of selling feed crops to stock 
cattle is necessary, yet this year’s work with cattle of different ages 
demonstrates a possibility of substituting feed crops for a part of 
the wheat acreage and marketing them through stock cattle, and it 
also demonstrates the practicability of wintering many Kansas 
steers that are rushed to market in the fall.” 

In a second experiment carried on at the Hays station during 
the past winter the value of alfalfa hay and sudan hay as a feed 
for calves was tried out. In this test two lots of calves were used. 
Bo‘h were fed for 150 days—one on a ration of 13.67 pounds of al- 
falfa per calf per day, and the other on a ration of 13.67 pounds of 
sudan hay per calf per day. During the last 60 days of the test one

steers was of ; 
about 950 pounds weight when put into the feed lot, the second, 850 
pounds, the third, 730 pounds, and the fourth, 460 pounds. At the 
close of the feeding period the lot of 96(-pound steers fed on silage 
and hay had gained an avetage of 167.3 pounds, and $31.72 in value, 
while the lot fed on hay alone had gained 106 pounds and $21.28 in 
value; the lot of 850-pound steers fed on silage and hay had gained 
141 pounds and $23.80 in value, while the lot given hay alone had 
gained 68.3 pounds and $8.41 in value; the first lot of the 780-pound 
group had gained 151 pounds and $19.19 in value on silage and hay, 
and the second lot, on hay alone, had gained 83.6 pounds an $5.63 
in value; the lot of calves fed silage and hay had gained 142.3 
pounds and $13.08 in value, and the lot fed hay alone had gained 
83.6 pounds and $5.72 in value. 

The first lot consumed 1.34 acres of home-grown feed during 
the 150-day period, the second, 2.04 acres; the third, 1.25 acres; the 
fourth, 1.88 acres; the fifth, 1.05 acres; the sixth, 1.51 acres; the 
seventh, .79 acres; and the eighth, one acre. This computation was 
based on a yield per acre of 6.3 tons of early sumac cane silage to 
the acre, and of 1.14 tons of sudan hay to the acre. Deducting 
$1.35 per head spent for cottonseed cake, the retuin per acre for 
home-grown feed consumed was computed 2s follows by Doctor Mc- 
Campbell: 

Lot 1, $22.70; lot 2, $9.75; lot 3, $17.96; lot 4, $3.75; lot 5, $17; 
lot 6, $2.84; lot 7, $14.85; and lot 8,-$4.37. 

_ Summing up the data, Doctor McCampbell pointed out that the 
figures indicate the value of cane silage as a feed for stocker or 
feeder cattle. “This value,” he said, “is shown by the fact that the 
average gain per steer in all lots where silage was fed was 150.4 
pounds, and where no silage was fed the average gain per steer was 
85.4 pounds. It is indicated also by the fact that the average in- 


ne country. 


pound of cottonseed cake was added to the daily ration. The calves 
fed alfalfa hay gained an average of 110 pounds during the 150 
days of the test, while those fed sudan hay gained an average of 
70.6 pounds. The alfalfa hay used was of good quality and the su- 
dan hay of rather poor quality, which, according to Doctor Mc- 
Camptell, may account in part for the difference in favor of alfalfa 
hay as compared with a difference in favor of sudan hay in pre- 
v.ous tesis. “There is also,” said Doctor McCampbell, “a possibil- 
ity that a difference in favor of alfalfa hay would be secured when 
alfalfa hay and sudan hay were fed to calves because of the higher 
percentage of calcium and ptotein in alfalfa hay. Calves need more 
calcium and protein per 100 pounds live weight than older cattle.” 

A third experiment to secure data on the advisability of cut- 
ting or chopping rough feed for stock cattle was carried on during 
the winter. Four lots of cattle were used. The first was fed whole 
kafir butts, the second kafir butts run through the silage cutter, the 
third whole cane butts, and the fourth cane butts run through the 
silage cutter. Each lot also received four pounds of alfalfa hay per 
head per day. 

“The test,” said Doctor McCampbell after data had been pre- 
when one takes into consideration the labor and expense of run- 
ning either kafir or cane through a silage cutter and the extra la- 
bor of handling the cut feed it can readily be seen that it does not 
pay to cut this kind of feed for stock cattle. 

“In this test, as in others, cane butts proved to be more satis- 
sented, “showed a slight difference in favor of the cut feed, but 
factory as a roughage ration for stock cattle than kafir butts.”

gradually developed into one of the finest 
sales of the country. Some years ago Mr. C. 
H. Richardson, of Bowden, Alberta, took 
some Aberdeen-Angus bulls into this point 
and sold them to good advantage, tut except 
for those few sales most of the bulls offered 
were Herefords and Shorthorns. This year 
Mr. Jas. D. McGregor took in eleven Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls. He told me recently that 
in the short time that he spent at Kamloops 
before the sale commenced he learned more 
about Aberdeen-Angus cattle than he had 
learned in all his life. As a matter of fact 
the Doddies were not entirely among friends 
and many remarks that could scarcely be 
called complimentary were heard in the 
barns. Mr. McGregor said that it looked to 
him as if he could not sell a bull. One large 
rancher with whom he had breakfast told 
him that he was sorry that he couldn’t bid 
on his bulls as he used nothing but Short- 
horns. Another had similar regrets. Then 
those who had selfish reasons for opposing 
the Doddies had many things to say. Among 
others one man stated that they left black 
and white calves and he said that they were 
alright for one cross, but that you must not 
go any further than that. The bulls were 
judged by the western fieldman for the Do- 
minion Shorthorn Breeders’ Association and 
a McGregor bull was made grand champion 
over all breeds. An opportunity was afford- 
ed Mr. McGregor to speak to the crowd in 
the arena before the sale. He told them of 
the achievements of the breed in various 
parts of the world. Regarding their value 
as crossing sires he told of winning the 
grand championship at Chicago with a steer 
with two crosses of Aberdeen-Angus blood 
and going back the next year and winning it 
with another with five crosses of the same 
breeding. In concluding he reminded his 
audience that in the eaily days Kamloops 
was a real sporty town, where one could 
have a game of poker, roulette or anything 
else that met his fancy. He said further 
that he was a bit of a sport himself and 
that he would buy at one cent per pound 
above the market all the calves sired by 
bulls he sold there that day and he would 
pay two cents above the market for any 
calves that were black and white and wager 
$500 that he would not have an opportunity 
to purchase any black and white calves. The 
result was that his rancher friend who 
breeds only Shorthorns took the champion 
bull at $410.00. Others who were sorry they 
could not purchase bid readilv and took away 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull. The eleven head 
averaged $180.00 and made a much higher 
average than any other consignment offer- 
ed. This in the heart of the ranch country 
of British Columbia is surely an achievement 
for the breed.

In Memoriam. 
(From the Cattleman). 


Richard Sellman, 69, pioneer cattleman 
and philanthropist, died on Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 20th, at the Gunter Hotel, San Antonio, 
where he had gone for medical treatment a 
few weeks prior to his death. 

In the death of Mr. Sellman, Texas has 
lost one of her finest and most far-visioned 
citizens. Borin in Montgomery County, 
Maryland, September 6th, 1855, Mr. Sellman, 
when enly 26 years of age, decided to cast 
his lot in Texas. He moved to McCulloch 
County in 1§81 and settled on a homestead 
in what was then a sparsely settled terri- 
tory. During his 43 yeais’ residence in that 
section of the State, Mr. Sellman succeeded 
in amassing a fortune and gaining fame and 
honor for his name through his philan- 
thropic work. Aside from leaving a vast es- 
tate, this pioneer cattleman has given to 
charity over $500,000. 

Starting with his little homestead, Mr. 
Sellman, at the time of his death, owned, in 
McCulloch and San Saba Counties, over 
40,000 acres of land, and his ranch home is 
one of the most beautiful to be found in a 
land noted for its palatial residences. Aside 
from his ranches, he had entered both mer- 
cantile and banking fields in the town of 
Rochelle and these institutions will continue 
to operate as additional monuments to their 
far-visioned founder. 

Richard Sellman was first married to Miss 
Fannie Baker, a member of a prominent 
family in San Saba County, and to that 
union two children were born, one of whom 
died while quite small, and the other, a son,
